For a 
plant to create this reaction on a 
trained observer involves a great 
deal of planned effort and some 
expenditure by management, and 
this cannot be accomplished either 
casually or in a day or two. 
Housekeeping is not such a sim- 
ple matter as it may seem, and so

it may not be amiss at this point 
to review very briefly some of the 
fundamental considerations under- 
lying good plant housekeeping. 

In recent years, the meaning 
and scope of housekeeping has ex- 
panded until now many understand 
it to include supervision of sani- 
tary facilities, locker rooms, and 
the attendant problems of proper 
water supplies and sewage disposal 
systems, in addition to the usual 
cleaning and sweeping operations. 
Elements of a good program

Returned Servicemen 


One of the most important con- 
siderations of a postwar safety pro- 
gram is the fact that hundreds of 
employees will be returned service 
men. There has been a tendency 
among some to look upon this in- 
flux of ex-soldiers, sailors, and ma- 
rines with some degree of trepida- 
tion. They fear that many returned 
service men will come back to old, 
or new, jobs unnerved by their 
combat experiences, emotionally 
unstable—in other words, accident 
bait! 


I disagree, vehemently, with this 
theory. 

The men who return from serv- 
ice have been through experiences 
horrible enough to try the soul of 
a superman and the very fact that 
these men have returned, ready for 
work, in itself points to their physi- 
cal and mental fitness. The man 
who has roamed through the jun- 
gles of New Guinea, for instance,

OQ” of the maze of efforts put 
forth by industry to spur war 
production, a new phase presented 
itself—music in war plants. Little 
was known about the use of music 
in industry, but fragmentary infor- 
mation indicated that its use was 
growing at mushroom speed. It was 
elt that an authoritative study of 
the use of music was needed, and 
author-composer Wheeler Beckett 
worked with the War Production 
Drive Headquarters in the under- 
taking of a comprehensive survey 
in a cross section of 100 plants 
throughout the country. 

The survey showed up many in- 
teresting facts—foremost among 
which was the discovery that the 
music program is tremendously 
popular with the workers. Many 
plants reported that when the sys- 
tem was temporarily discontinued 
for any one of several reasons, the 
demand for the reinstallation was 
instantaneous and emphatic. The 
survey also showed that music pro- 
grams were liked equally well by

Statistics show that music in industry 
is effective in relaxing nervous ten- 
sion and in contributing to employee 





management once they were given 
a fair trial. 


Masie and Morale 


It isn’t necessary to open history 
books to recall the role music has 
played in the improvement of mo- 
rale. Martial music in the clash of 
battle has set a pace and spurred 
men on to greater performance. 
Currently, however, machines have 
set the pace, and the worker has 
had to follow almost automatically. 

Morale, here, is defined as a state 
of mind conducive to sustained 
efficiency in the war effort under 
difficult conditions. Out of 76 plants, 
only two claimed no improvement, 
and each of these had music for 
less than one-half hour each day. 
The survey indicates that it is quite 
possible that more music and better 
mechanical equipment would re- 
sult in improved morale in these 
plants, also. 


Length of Program 
Relation of the length of the pro- 
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gram to improved morale is shown 
by the report that improvement was 
evident in every case where music 
lasted for one or more hours—but 
in only half of the six instances 
where the music lasts less than a 
half hour. Some plants were reluc- 
tant to “overdo a good thing,” but 
the facts indicate anything but poor 
results. 


Effect on Production 


More than half the plants felt 
that music helped to increase pro- 
duction, and here again, the length 
of the program was an important 
factor. As a matter of fact, the 
longer the program, the more cer- 
tainty was expressed as to its posi- 
tive effect on production, and con- 
versely, the number of plants 
doubting production benefits de- 
creases as the length of the pro- 
gram increases. 


Noisy Departments 


At first, many plants felt that 
they could not have music because 
their departments were too noisy. 
Then it was discovered that with 
proper engineering even great noise 
could be overcome, and that the 
effect of adding music to the al- 
ready-present noise did not add to 
the total noise, but the machinery 
noise seemed to become a back- 
ground for the music. After a trial 
it was found that workers in such 
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departments fully appreciated the 
music as much as those in quiet 
departments. 

In some cases, of course, con- 
tinuous musical programs are not 
practicable. Shipyards, for instance, 
are not only noisy, but the work is 
possibly less boring than that of 
some other industries, and also the 
area to be covered per worker is 
greater. Nor would it be suitable 
for airplane factories where hun- 
dreds of hand-riveting machines are 
used, or in plants where blowers 
and machines emit loud tones of 
definite pitch, squeaks, or other 
high persistent sounds.

considerable voltages (a person 
can accumulate 10,000 volts merely 
by walking across a carpeted room) 
are sources of fires and explosions 
in rooms where explosive air-gas 
or air-dust mixtures are present. 

Static electricity is more preva- 
lent during the winter than the 
summer because of the low mois- 
ture content of cold air. At zero 
degrees Fahrenheit, saturated air 
can hold only .475 grains of mois- 
ture, while at 70 degrees, it can 
hold 8.055—an increase of 1595 
per cent! 


The Presence of Moisture 


That static charges exist at low 
relative humidity and tend to dis- 
appear when moisture content is 
high is no longer open to question. 
Why this condition exists is subject 
for discussion. 

Scientists theorize that an _ in- 
visible moisture film is formed on 
plant machinery, and that this in- 
creases the conductivity sufficiently 
to enable the charges to be 
grounded almost as fast as they are 
formed; and that moisture coats 
dust particles and reduces their 
inflammability. For that matter, 
mere settling of the dust by the 
moisture reduces fire hazards ap- 


preciably. 


Humidifiers 
Steam-type humidifiers offer one

of the simplest and most economi- 
cal means of humidification. When 
used in conjunction with a hu- 
midistat, relative humidity can be 
maintained to a predetermined 
level within close limits. The 
humidifier is connected to a steam 
line, and the humidistat and an 
electric fan which circulates the 
moisture are both connected to a 
convenient power outlet. 

When the relative humidity 
drops below the setting on the hu- 
midistat, an electric circuit closes 
and a solenoid valve opens auto- 
matically in the humidifier, allow- 
ing steam to be blown into the 
room. Where use of an electric cir- 
cuit is objectionable, a humidifier 
operated by compressed air can be 
used. 

Proper humidification also yields 
benefits in maintaining moisture 
content of hygroscopic materials 
such as cotton, wool, leather, pa- 
per, soap, tobacco, and foodstuffs. 
Also, dust control is facilitated. 
Workers are less susceptible to 
common colds and are more com- 
fortable.

Injured in Company-Owned Truck 


Bailey customarily was driven to 
work by a fellow employee in his 
privately-owned car. On the day in 
uestion, because the car was dis- 
abled, Bailey was taken to work by 
a company-owned truck, driven by a 
co-employee who as part of his em- 
mae on week ends, would or- 
inarily drive some of the company’s 
employees from their homes to the 





camp. The employees paid nothing 
for this service; it was part of the 
driver's duties. 

Bailey was not ordinarily picked up 
by the company truck as rs was no 
room for him. However, without au- 
thorization, he was picked up by the 
regular driver who was at the time 
using the company truck. There was 
no question that Bailey was on his 
way to work at the time of the acci- 
dent. The company denied responsi- 
bility claiming that the accident did

not arise during the course of employ- 
ment. 


The Court concluded that as a 
general rule an employee going to 
or coming from the place where 
his work is to be performed is not 
engaged in performing services 
arising out of his employment. 
However, there are three exceptions, 
one of which is applicable herein 
as follows: where, in going to and 
returning from work, the means 
of transportation is provided by the 
employer. Claim allowed.

Employee Drowned 

Eargle was given special instruc- 
tions to report for work the following 
day, Christmas, at 8:00 a.m. as a 
member of an emergency shift due to 
an unusual situation at the plant. 

The company recognized two routes 
as ways of ingress and egress to and 
from the plant, generally used by the 
employees who lived in the decedant’s 
vicinity. When water flowed over the 
dam, which was one of the routes, the 
employees crossed the lake in a boat. 
The foreman admitted that Eargle had 
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on vee occasions used a boat to 
go back and forth. No instructions 
were given employees as to what route 
was to be used, and no objections 
were ever raised to the decedant’s 
use of the boat in the past. 

On the day in question, Eargle left 
his home and crossed the lake in a 
boat, as water was running over the 
dam rendering it impassable. Rather 
than take the long route by way of 
the railroad, which was a 5 Ms. Se 
method: of travel, on this occasion he 
crossed the lake alone. It was a foggy 
day and visibility was bad. He never 
reached his destination—his body was 
found the following day in the lake. 

Did the decedant’s death arise out 
of and in the course of employment? 


The Court concluded that the 
danger the decedant incurred was 
not that of an ordinary member of 
the public or a risk common to the 
neighborhood, but was his subjec- 





tion to that danger by reason of 
the conditions of his employment. 


Eargle had been especially in- 
structed to report for duty because of 
an emergency. In order to comply 
with this instruction, it was necessary 
to cross the river, and he doubtless 
adopted what appeared to him to be 
the only reasonably feasible way— 
under prevailing weather conditions— 
of doing so. The fact that there was 
inherent danger in crossing the river 
in a boat under the circumstances is 
not a bar to recovery, nor is the fact 
that the place of injury was not in 
close proximity to the employer's 
premises.

on the metal molds. He had been suf- 
fering from a common cold and was 
treated by the plant physician on 
February 8, 1941. 

His cold, aggravated by the working 
conditions, developed into pneumonia. 
This condition was reported to the 
foreman, and on the following Mon- 
day, the plant physician appeared at 
the claimant’s home when summoned 
by a friend of the family. He found 
the claimant already woke treatment 
by his own famliy doctor and so con- 
tinued. 

The employer contends that it had 
neither notice nor knowledge of either 
an injury or an accident to the peti- 
tioner. 


Court concluded that where the 
employee reported his illness to the 
foreman when the former’s cold, 
aggravated by existing conditions, 
developed into pneumonia, and 





where plant physician visited em- 
ployee two days later, that the 
employer had such knowledge of 
the injury to the employee within 
the meaning of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. 


The employee therefore was en- 
titled to a recovery as the condition 
of the place of employment was the 
contributing cause of pneumonia, and 
the plant conditions constituted a 
greater exposure than that to which 
persons generally in the locality were 
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subjected. Therefore, pneumonia con- | 
stituted an “injury arising from and | 
in the course of employment” under | 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act.

What would 
be the use of passing workers 
through a screen of physical ex- 
aminations, assigning them to suit- 
able tasks, and then exposing them, 
for instance, to heavy dust con- 


centrations often due to poor | 


housekeeping, or to the potential 
danger of infection because of 
lack of proper sanitation? 

What would be the use of hav- 
ing a fine safety program on paper 
if you exposed workers to acci- 
dents because of improper stack- 
ing of materials, bad floor condi- 
tions, or poor equipment mainte- 
nance? 


Smaller plants bad 

We know that the annual loss of 
industrial man-hours due to occu- 
pational mishaps is increasing, and 
we know from observation that at 
present housekeeping often is 
neglected, especially in the smaller 
plants. Probably there is a definite 
connection between these two con- 
current experiences due, perhaps, 
to a combination of emphasis on 
production, overcrowding of man- 
ufacturing facilities, inexperienced 
labor, and lack of proper super- 
vision. 


Whatever the reasons for this 


state of affairs may be, the results 
speak for themselves and they are 
not so good. I suggest that a con- 
siderable improvement may be at- 
tained by initiating and maintain- 
ing a thoroughgoing plan of better 
housekeeping in all plants, par- 
ticularly in the smaller plants. 

In the latter, good housekeeping 
may frequently be the only readily 
available means of controlling oc- 
cupational hazards, and for this 
reason it is doubly important.

The industrial hygienist takes 
the first step in establishing the 
kind of housekeeping program I 
have in mind. He must make a 
thorough sale to plant management 
as otherwise his effort will merely 
produce sporadic attempts and 
temporary effects. To be success- 
ful, the sale must result in a pro- 
gram that is well conceived and 
practical. It will then be carried 
out conscientiously as an everyday 
routine. 


Will cost money 


No matter how small the plant, 
a good housekeeping program will 
cost some money, both for fixtures 
and for labor. Therefore, the au- 
thority for carrying out the pro- 
gram must be delegated by man- 





agement to some one person. It is 
my belief, in the light of past ex- 
perience, that authority cannot be 
successfully delegated to a com- 
mittee because of the frequent 
inability to get unanimous opin- 
ions, procrastination on details, 
and general inertia. 

We all know how committees 
proceed unless one man _ takes 
upon himself the burden of get- 
ting prompt action. And so, why 
not appoint one man for the job, 
in the first place? 


Safety Director is the man 


In the larger plants which em- 
ploy a full-time safety director or 
engineer, he is, of course, the in- 
dicated person to assume respon- 
sibility for proper housekeeping,

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but in the smaller plants, not pos- 
sessing the services of such a man, 
the selection will depend on cer- 
tain considerations. 

I do not believe that the plant 
superintendent is the man for the 
job. As a rule, his efforts are con- 
centrated on production. In addi- 
tion to this full-time job, he has 
numerous other responsibilities, all 
connected with manufacture and 
labor. 

Neither is one of the foremen 
the man for it. Generally speaking, 
their world is restricted to just a 
portion of the plant, and, there- 
fore, they may lack the proper 
perspective, and their prestige 
with the workers in other depart- 
ments may not be such as to per- 
mit them to enforce regulations. 


Employment man 0.K. 





It seems to me that the employ- 
ment manager may fill the bill in 
most cases. Generally he has the 
responsibility for hiring personnel, 
exercises related functions such as 
group insurance, workmen’s com- 
pensation, and general welfare ac- 
tivities. 

He is well known to all employ- 
ees, is respected because, in many 
instances, he represents manage- 
ment to them, Moreover, his duties 
place him in close contact with 
company officials and his requests 
receive attention and considera- 
tion. 

If the plant is too small to have 
an employment manager, then the 
responsibility for plant housekeep- 
ing could very well devolve on one

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of the company officials, prefer- 
ably the treasurer since he is the 
man who handles the purse strings. 

It will also be an advantage to 
have such an official take an ac- 
tive interest in the workers’ en- 
vironment and its attendant diffi- 
culties and thereby contribute 
substantially to a better understand- 
ing between labor and manage- 
ment. 

Individual conditions will gov- 
ern the selection of the man for 
taking charge of a plant house- 
keeping program but its impor- 
tance compels great care in mak- 
ing that selection. 


The program 

Once the proper man is selected, 
he will, in company with the super- 
intendent, make a survey of the 
plant and find the location of bot- 
tlenecks caused, for instance, by 
an outdated arrangement of ma- 
chines or by a badly timed system 
of supply and removal of ma- 
terials. 

With the superintendent he will 
decide on the necessary steps to 
establish a smooth production flow. 
He will segregate or isolate op- 
erations which may inconvenience, 
annoy, or endanger neighboring 
operations. He will observe move- 
ment of men and_ materials 
throughout the plant and, in co- 
operation with the various depart- 
ments, decide on the direction of 
traffic. 

To that end, he may decide on 
the relocation of doors, removal 
of obstructions, demarcation of 
old and new aisleways, and struc- 
tural alterations. He will also ob- 
serve the disposal of little used 
equipment and tools and will de-

vise a space where they can be 
stored systematically and not be- 
come junk, if of subsequent real 
value to the company. 


Maintenance man 

He will call for the maintenance 
man and with him make a thor- 
ough trip of the plant and inspect 
machines, protective equipment 
and other devices, and demand 
that they be put in good condition 
immediately, if necessary, and 
thereafter be reinspected and re- 
checked at regular intervals. 

Having accomplished the fore- 
going and acquainted himself with 
the inner workings of his plant, 
the selectee will consult his state 
or local health department on mat- 
ters pertaining to water supplies 
and sewage disposal, particularly 
if the plant is not connected with 
municipal systems. 

He will also ascertain from his 
state health department or labor 
department what regulations are 
in force relative to sanitary and 
kindred facilities, and if women 
are employed in the plant, what 
special regulations exist for their 
benefit. 


Procedure 

He will make up a list of daily, 
weekly, monthly, and quarterly 
chores that will have to be per- 
formed by the janitor, such as 
cleaning of the various sanitary 
facilities, windows, light fixtures, 
etc. He will go over the list in de- 
tail with the janitor and person- 
ally investigate and supervise the 
various items on the list. This list 
may then well be called the jani- 
tor’s “standing orders,” and will 
have to be carried out regularly. 
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Inspection 
Finally, the housekeeping super- 
visor will have to draft a schedule 
for himself for the regular inspec- 
tion of the plant in order to make 
certain that there is no slackening 
in service and that the plant is 
maintained in apple-pie order. 

All this may sound difficult and 
tedious but all worth while objec- 
tives involve work and expendi- 
ture, and plant housekeeping is no 
exception. 


Co-operation 

Experience has shown that with- 
out the sincere collaboration of 
labor, management may not have 
an easy time with the maintenance 
of good housekeeping in a plant. 
Industry as a whole has been con- 
vinced for a long time that it is 
good economics to keep workers at 
their tasks and reduce absenteeism, 
from whatever cause, to a vanish- 
ing point. However, some of the 
innovations instituted by manage- 
ment have often been misunder- 
stood and therefore are opposed 
by labor. 

It may be reasonably expected, 
therefore, that if before a house- 
keeping program is put into effect, 
time is taken to explain the pro- 
gram to the workers, the results 
might be beneficial to all con- 
cerned. While this discussion 
stresses the importance of good 
plant housekeeping as a founda- 
tion for all other health conserva- 
tion and safety programs, the con- 
clusion should not be drawn that 
these programs are not advocated. 
On the contrary, they should be 
carried on and they will be strength- 
ened by a good housekeeping pro- 
gram.

A specific application 

Not long ago it was my job to 
start a course in safety training for 
a group of men who were to be- 
come machine operators (draglines, 
cranes, excavators, shovels, etc.) 
and helpers on a large construction 
job. One of the points we wanted 
to get over was the difference be- 
tween preformed and _non-pre- 
formed wire rope—why the pre- 
formed was the safer and the dif- 
ference in the accident hazard. In 
other words, by pictures we an- 
swered the question: 


“Why is preformed safer to 
handle than non-preformed?” 

To answer this question pictori- 
ally we got a number of shots of 
sections of new and worn pre- 
formed rope. A like number of pic- 
tures showing similar sections of 
non-preformed rope. On the worn 
preformed cable the picture 
showed no barbs sticking out to 
cause hand injuries or tear cloth- 
ing. But on the non-preformed 
which had received average hard 
use the barbs showed up. In some 
of the prints you could almost feel 
what would happen to your hand 
if you took hold of that piece of 
rope shown in the picture.

with the preformed type, we took 
shots of sections of the two kinds, 
both new sections and badly worn 
ones. With these comparison pic- 
tures made into slides and thrown 
onto a screen, it took but a few 
seconds for the beginners to under- 
stand why the broken surface wires 
of the preformed did not flare. Be- 
cause of the method of construc- 
tion all the wires, broken or not, 
held their place. No sizing was 
needed at the cut ends, as with the 
non-preformed.

In a like manner a study was 
made of a cable out of line on a 
machine, showing how it had worn 


| a new groove in the sheave. Bad 


alignment was forcing ‘the rope to 
make a new groove. If this align- 
ment condition had not been cor- 
rected, not a rope break and a ma- 
chine layup would have resulted. By 
stepping up inspections and correct- 
ing minor errors before they become 
big ones, not only is production 
greatly speeded but many minor ac- 
cidents are avoided. Here a picture 
record is the next best thing to the 
actual experience for training a new 
operator. A reasonable study of such 
a picture record well may prevent 
a similar accident. Having this type 
of picture mounted in a scrapbook 
with full captions furnishes a se 
reference for later training. 


Post war plans 


In working up our post war plans 
let’s not forget the importance of 
a real down to earth safety pro- 
gram. These new men we expect 
to employ, because of the very type 
of training they have received in 
the Army and Navy, are going to 
need safety training along industrial 
lines before they are ready to take 
on their jobs.

(Coninued id itoctll 31) 
there is no doubt that his reflexes 
are keenly attuned. The man who 
has had to be constantly alert for 
Jap snipers in the Philippines, or 
watchful of booby traps in Africa is 
not likely to be careless enough to 
place an arm near whirring ma- 
chinery, or expose a thumb to a 
cutting knife. No indeed, I think 
the returned service man will prove 
an alert, thoughtful worker. 


Education Must Go On 


Education has been an important 
factor in promoting safety during 
the war years, and this education 
must be continued, without let-up, 
during the postwar era. A result of 
the war has been the institution of 
safety classes in the engineering 
colleges, and in this respect tribute 
must be paid to Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins and V. A. Zimmer, 
Director, Division of Labor Stand- 
ards. All colleges preparing men for 
careers in industry should plan 
training in safety for their students, 
and, in fact, I foresee the day when 
many colleges, especially engineer- 
ing schools, will prepare courses 
specializing in safety programs, 
with graduates of these courses re- 
ceiving a degree. With the great 
era of production expected after the 
war, there is a definite need for 
carefully trained men (and women) 
to assume charge of safety pro- 
grams. 

During the war years the safety 
directors of the nation have had 
unusual experiences, in that they 
dealt with thousands of employees, 
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especially women, who were work- 
ing in industrial plants for the first 
time. The safety directors found 
that the best way to approach the 


S worker was to convince him that 
O management was sincerely inter- 
ir ested in his welfare and his safety. 
ad The worker responds in a most 
IS satisfactory manner and the per- 
‘0 centage of industrial accidents has 
a- been amazingly low. This is a pro- 
a gram that should be intensified dur- 
ik ing the postwar years.

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Selling Job 

For many plants there will be a 
problem of reconversion after the 
war, and this may present new dif- 
ficulties from the angle of accident- 
prevention. But here again, all dif- 
ficulties may be solved by constant 
education. Basically, it is a selling 
job—selling the employee SAFETY. 
Active participation in ALL per- 
sonnel problems will be an impor- 
tant job for the postwar safety di- 
rector. The closer the safety man 
keeps to all personnel in the plant, 
the easier his problem. When the 
worker is aware that every mem- 
ber of the safety staff is a friend, he 
is much more apt to cooperate with 
measures taken for his safety and 
general well-being. This is a fun- 
damental fact that all safety men 
and women should realize. 
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The saving of lives and the pre- 
vention of permanent or temporary 
disability is always important. Let 
the postwar safety director remem- 
ber this and not worry too much 
about statistics and past occurrences. 
Let him rather stress constantly the 
pre-accident program rather than 
the post-accident follow-up. Let him 
not concentrate on seasonal acci- 
dent-prevention drives, but rather 
the complete day-to-day program. 
Let him be concerned about the 
environment in which the employee 
works—to see that the plant is well 
lighted, with clear, easily-read warn-

Let him see to it that the 
plant is conditioned to the vagaries 
of the weather and all other factors 
that concern the employee’s well- 
being. 


Feminine Factor 


There probably will be a slack- 
ening off of feminine help in the 
postwar years, especially in those 
plants that have been concentrated 
on war production. Nevertheless 
there always will be a considerable 
portion of girl and women workers, 
and among the fair sex special ef- 
forts should be taken in the safety 
program. Men are usually taught 
safety methods, but not so the 
women. Our schools must make this 
part of their curriculum. It should 
be seen to that members of both 
sexes are included in all activities 
concerned with their welfare and 
safety. 

Our job is a responsible one and 
we are proud of it. We are con- 
scious that our efforts are being 
widely recognized. During the post- 
war years it is up to us to increase 
the prestige we are gaining.

ries continues to be one of 
the major problems confronting the 
Industrial Commission of Ohio. 
Many foundries in Ohio have im- 
proved working conditions by re- 
ducing dust concentrations to a 
satisfactory level. In order that of- 
ficials may check on dust condi- 
tions in their foundries, DeWitt 
Huffman, Industrial Hygiene En- 
gineer for the Division of Safety 
and Hygiene, has prepared the fol- 
lowing check list which should be 
of interest to a great many found- 
ries: 





9. Is abrasive blast maintained 
so no visible dust escapes? 

10. Is abrasive blast operator 
provided with air line helmet? 

11. Does exhaust on tumbling 
barrels carry away dust? 

12. Does exhaust on grinding 
wheels remove dust? 

13. Is cleaning room separate 
from the foundry? 

14. Is core room separate from 
the foundry? 

15. Is a regular check made on 
dust conditions? 

16. Are ventilated booths pro- 
vided for portable grinders? 


Enlightened foundries are getting smart to themselves and employ- 
ing engineering skill to make their plants healthier and safer places 
to work. Things to look out for and do something about are discussed 


in this check list. 


1. Is dust concentration kept be- 
low 5 million particles per cubic 
foot of air or 10 M for short dura- 
tion? 

2. Is the housekeeping good? 

3. Are the floors kept wet down? 

4. Are the foundry walls, rafters, 
etc., cleaned every 6 months? 

5. Are there fans or ventilators 
to provide 4 changes of air per 
hour; if mechanical foundry, 15 
changes of air per hour? 

6. Is local exhaust ventilation 
provided for; sand preparation? 
shakeout (mechanical foundry)? 
core knockout? 

7. Is a non-silica parting com- 
pound used? 

8. Are castings cleaned of found- 
ry sand before chipping or grind- 
ing? 
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17. Are booths for chipping pro- 
vided? 

18. Is a regular check made on 
functioning of exhaust systems? 

19. Is the use of open salaman- 
ders prohibited? 

20. Is there an X-ray program 
for silicosis? 

21. Do employees chipping and 
grinding castings wear goggles? 


It is suggested that persons in 
the foundry industry use this list 
for checking conditions in their 
foundry. They ‘should be able to 
answer “yes” on a substantial ma- 
jority of the questions. 

An answer of “no” on any of the 
questions would indicate that fur- 
ther improvement could be made. 
Now is the time to start.

Ideal Equipment 

Satisfactory equipment helps to 
govern the success of such a pro- 
gram. Often, musical programs 
were played over paging systems 
designed purely for reproducing 
the vowels and consonants of the 
human voice, and as a result, the 
bass notes and overtones of music 
were lost. The problem of the right 
type of speaker was studied by 
many plants. In noisy corners, a 
directional speaker of the trumpet 
type proved to be better than the 
cone type; while in areas where 
machinery noise was uniform, 180- 
degree speakers spread the music 
in all directions most satisfactorily.

Speakers of too-light construction 
developed an unpleasant fabric 
buzz which interfered with enjoy- 
ment of the music. 


Proper Conditions 


Some plants have failed to file 
phonograph records in closed con- 
tainers, with the result that dirt 
accumulates in the grooves, pro- 
ducing unpleasant surface sounds. 
An ordinary office file cabinet is an 
ideal place to store records. Proper 
needles should always be used and 
records should be cleaned before 
and after each playing with an ap- 
propriate pad.

From a stand- 
point of production, the maximum 
effectiveness of hit tunes seems to 
be the first half-hour during the 
working day. Observation shows 
that workers “get into the groove” 
faster under the influence of music 
than they do without it. It has been 
stated that as much as 30 minutes 
of time has been saved by getting 
under way in this manner, which 
may account largely for the in- 
creased production claimed by 
some plants. 


Cost of a System 


The simplest method of com- 
puting the cost of a P.A. system is 
5 cents per square foot of the area 
to be covered by sound. This is 
merely an approximation. It may 
vary from 8 cents to 8 cents de- 
pending on the amount of noise 
and the quality of music desired.

Although music is the prime con- 
sideration, here, such a P.A. system 
has other uses too. Some of these 
are the broadcasting of talks on 
such subjects as health, absentee- 
ism, safety, war bonds, etc., reports 
on company performance, personal 
messages, transportation bulletins, 
etc. 


Live Talent 


In addition to records, some 
plants developed their own orches- 
tras and choruses which perform 
only during lunch hours.

Although the survey did not 
show much community singing, 
some leaders in the field believe 
that the mass singing of war work- 
ers is important from a morale- 
building point of view.
